“This will be a light day for applications,” re- 
marked Mr. Wm. F. Lack this morning as he and 
a Post-DisPaATOM reporter emerged from the 
handsome heaaquarters of the Provident Associa” 
tion, No. 1820 Madison street. They bad just 
threaded their way among e2reat mountains of 
fresh, warm, sweet-smelling bread and tiers 
of barrels of crackers, which, Mr. Lack said, 
woukd be all distributed this afternoon. 

‘“Why lignt?”’ 

“Because it’s warm. On a very cold day the 
applicatiogs for relief come in very fast, and we 
have bad as many as three hundred in one day. 
When the weather is mild they fall off rapidly.” 

“And do you have to go and investigate each of 
these applications?” 

“Certainly. We sometimes, when a case seems 
very worthy, give the applicant a_ loaf 
of bread, but that is__—aidiz. They 
get nothing more until my father or myself 
or some one else representing the Association 
has visited their home and ascertained what their 
cireunystances are, Yuu can judge pretty well, 
you know, whether a man or woman is a [raud or 
not, when you visit the house.” 

“T suppose you are sometimes imposed ov?” ' 

“Ob, yes, of course. We expect to be, where 
we feed so many; Dut it 1s better to be imposed 
on than to make thie awful mistake of refusing 
food and coal where the person is really deserving 
of help.”’ 

“And what do you give them when you find 
them worthy?” 

“Only enough to keep them from freezing and 
Starving ; ot epough to support them. We couldn’t 
afford to support anybody, you Know, because 
that would ruin us, as too many would expect it. 
We give a single applicant two four pound loaves 
of bread and two pounds of meal a week, and 
where there are several in famiiy we average less 
than that. Toatamily we give eight and one- 
half bushels of coal every two weeks.” 

“How long do you keep it up?” 

“No regular limit. Some of the cards we issue 
are made to read ‘for one month;’ some, ‘till he 
gets work,’ and some donot fix any limit, being 
continued till we see fit to take in tLe card and to 
reiuse to issue any more on it.”

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Belleville Convent Horror—What the Jurors 
Say—The New Mother Superior. 


The Coroner’s jury concluded the inquest of the 
bodies of the victims of the Convent fire, this 


morning, and rendered the following verdict: 
“BELLEVILLE, ILL., January 12, 1884, 
‘We, the jury :mpaneled to hold the inquest on 
the bodies of the victims of the fire at the insti- 
tution of the Immaculate Conception, in Belle- 
ville, Ll, on the night of January 5, 1884, have 
endeavored to perform the sad duty im- 
posed upon us to the best of our abil- 
ity. We have examined many witnesses 


and made diligent inquiry into all the facts and 
surroundings which might haye been the ima«je- 
diate cause of the catastrophe. From the evl- 
dence we find that the interior of the building 
was provided wtth various halls and stairways; 
the main stairways leading from the second story 
to the first, and two stairways leading from tné 
third to the second story, but no means whatever 
seems to have been provided for escape from the 
building other than those stairways. The bar- 
rels, buckets and hose in the hallways, 
if any amounted to virtually nothing 
in case Of fire. The Sisters’ dormitories were 1 
the second story, and the majority of the boarders 
and pupils were ip dormitories in the third story 
accompanied by a few Sisters. The evidence 
seems to lovate the origin of the fire in thé bas@- 
ment from oue of the three hot-air furnaces used 
in heating the building, and the custom was to fill 
them with fnel late at night and to let them run 
without additional fuel until morning, No wate 
man Was employed on the premises, and at th 
hour of retiring alf went to bed. and not a soul 
was on watch throughout the halls and 
corridors during the night. When 
alarm wus give on the night 
that the halls were full of smoke aad tntensely 
heated in portions of the second and third sto- 
ries, so that the inmates of the dormitories were 
entirely precluaed from escape througt the lal Is, 
and were compelled to flad meaus of egress 
through the windows on ladders, or by jumping 
to the ground, 

“Our opinion from the evidence is that the Fire 
Depagttment of Belleville did all that could be 
done under the circumstances with the appli- 
ances which. they had at hand, and while we 
think that a well-organized hook and ladder coim- 
pany might possibly have saved some of those 
that perished, of this fact we are not 
assured when we consider the loss 
of life at the Southera Hotel lire 
in St. Louis and the frightrul halocoust at the 
Newhall House in Milwaukee, in. both of which 
cities the fire departmentis @xcelleut, but were

corn on January 6 was 12,680.133 bu, against 
12,135,044 bu the previous week, 11,069,144 bu on 
January 6, 1883, and 18,506,381 bu same time 1882. 
——Receipts of flour at Atlantic ports for week 
ending January 5 were 274,421 bris and shipments 
161,930 oris; receipts of wheat 228,163 bu and ship- 
ments 663,954 bu; receipts of corn 707,913 bu and 
shipments 350,379 bu.——Coleman & Co. of New 
York failed tw-day.——The seven principal ports 
of Great Britain now hvld 2,900,000 quarters of

NEARLY half a century ago the Rev. F. B. 
Gournier, now dead, coliected a sum of money to 
erect an English Protestant Church in Paris. The 
plan was never carried out, and the money now 
amounts to £6,000. The Chancery Court has just 
ordered that the money be expended in building 
the church, and that the service be heid in the 
French language. 


OFFICIAL statistics recently published in 
Franee show that about one-half of the popula 
tion of the country live by agriculture, a fourth 
by different descriptions of industry. a tenth by 
commerce, pearly another tenth by the liberal 
professions, and a fraction over a teuth on the in- 
terest of money invested in Government and other 
securities. Upwards of nine millions of the first 
class own and cultivate their land; three anda 
half millions of proprietors of lots too small to 
furnish a living work occasionally as laborers on 
the lands of others; five millions are farmers and 
metayers; and there are halfa million farm ser- 
vauts, wood cutters, charcoal burners, etc. The 
more important industries—mines, quarries and 
manufactures—give employment to over a million 
of persons, while six miltions derive a livelinood 
from the exercise of the manual arts. Bankers. 
commission agents and merchants number nearly 
800,000; shop-keepers, nearly 2,000,000; proprietors 
of hotels, cafes and lodging houses something over 
million. Religion, including religious communi- 
ties, absorbs a quarter of amillion. There are 
139,000 doctors, 111,000 teachers, 121,000 artists and 
23,000 men of letters. About two millions live on 
their incomes, and the number of pensioners is 
close to 390,000. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Daily News 
who has visited Arabi Pasha at Columbo writes: 
“Ifound Arabi comfortably located ina large 
house three miles from the town.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
Find a Gearing. 
ST. Louts, January 11, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Your correspondent, F. J. P., who, in yester- 
day’s paper, undertakes to elucidate his ideas of 


. the center of the universe, and, at the same time 


to give alesson in astronomy to another corre- 
spondent (H. C. D.), has himself fallen into several 
very grave errors which, as they are common ones 
and the PostT-DisPaTcu isan educator, you will 
permit me to point out and correct, “The Plei- 
ades,” says F, J. P., ‘is (are) simply a part of the 
constellation Taurus (the bull) in the Zodiac.” 
Taurus is not a constellation but one of the sigus 
or houses of the Zodiac. The word constellation 
means a group of fixed stare. “The astronomy of 
the ancients,” says Francoeur, *‘was confined toa 
few rough distinctions. They were content at 
first to give names to the planets (the wandering 
stars) and the largest of the fixed stars, andto a 
certain extent we moderns have preserved the 
custom. But when they (the ancients) wished to 
describe the lesser stars they were compelled to 
adopta method which they acknowledged was 
imperfect, but which was the best at their com- 


mand. The ancient astronomers imitated the nat- 
uralists, who, in naining the species of the three 
Kingdoms, united under a common name a certain 
number of creatures which tbey afterwards dis- 


Tiius the astronomers united the stars in differ- 
ent groups (constellations) and gave ;these groups 
hames from fabies, history or the animal king- 
dom, The pames thus given ww the constellations 
or groups of stars, consecrated by antiquity, are 


| arbitrary.’’ These groupings are wholly independ- 


ent of the Zodiacal signs or diyisions, aud a con- 
stellation might ve partiyin one sign and partly 
in another. Tnus the constellation of the Pleiades 
is in the sign Taurus. This constellation, to the 
naked eye, consists of six stars. The ancients 
claimed to have seen seven and that one of them 
suddenly went out, vanished from sight—a mys 
terious disappearance that eclipses Mary Churcnh- 
ill and which has furnished a fruitful theme alike 
to poet, philosopher and astronomer. One more 
correction andl am done. F. J; P. speaks of 
Alcyone as “a small planet like ourown.” It is, 
on the coptrary,a sun (bousands—perhaps mil- 
lions of times larger than our own sun, which, 
from Alcyone, 1s utterly invisible. As to the 
earth, itis invisible to the inhabitants (if any 
there be) of the balance of our own planetary sys- 
tem, except our bearest neighbors, Venus and 
Mais. Nay,so utterly insignificant is it, when 
compared with the mighty orbs which throng the 
skies by myriads, thatif it were dissipated in- 
Slantavecously into space none of the balauce of 
our own solar system would know the faci! The 
efiect On the orbits of our nearest planetary 
neigh bors would be so i that it could scarce- 
ly be measurea. Itis thoughts and facts like 
these, capable of mathematical demonstrativa, 
that makes the scientific man look on creeds and 
oxies with sach pity and contempt.

A Historic Mad-Stone. 
IRONTON, MO., January 10, 1834. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In “People’s Forum” of yous issue of January 
9, 1884, 1 see an inquiry concerning mad-stones 
and the manner of using them. I reply thereto. 

More than a hundred vears ago certain citizens, 
among whom were some of my ancestors, of Rap- 
pahannock County, Va., bought a mad-stone for 
£100 sterling. After that portion of their county 
was taken from the old county and erected into 
Essex County, and the county seat fixed at Tap- 


pahannock, the owners of this stone gave it to 
said county of Essex, upon condition that said 
stone should be safely kept fur public and com- 
mon use at the county seat. It is now in the pos- 
session of Dr. Wm. G. Jeffries, Tappahannoex, 
Essex County, Va., county physician of that 
county, and has been since 1878. it has been ef- 
feetively used in many cases, both of mad dog 
and snake bite. I give you two instances, one of 
which | Know from the traditions of my family, 
one from.my own actual Knowledge. An uncle, 
Richard Crittenden, now of Pine View, Fauquer 
County, Va., was bitten forty or {ty 
years ago by a snake called 
a ‘spread head adder.” Before could or did 
get to where the stone was, the part (leg) was 
much swolen, and intense pain ensued. Upon 
several applications the poison was drawn out, 
and to this day he has never suffered from it. Ihe 
second I know olf my own knowledge: A dog 
which afterwaras diced of the rabies (mad dog), 
bit a white bey, a negro and a horse, (in the 
order famed) at or near St. Stephen’s Post office, 
King William County, Va., eighteen miies from 
Tappahannock, Va., where the stone is kept. 
The following day the boys were brougnt to Dr. 
Jeffrey, present custodian of stone, for treat- 
ment. The stone was applied and the poison 
withdrawn, vut beforé the one was healed the 
other showed signs or symptoms of hydrophobia, 
but when the stone was used the patient was 
healed. The horse died with hydrophobia.
